Term ites ' fifth columnist.*" In 
the current housing shortage, sig­ 
nificantly bore from w ithin and 
appear In the open only when they 
have taken complete possession or 
in an attem pt to find a new place 
of operation. 
They travel from 
nests in the soil to forage on build 
ing tim bers, but not in the open 
They 
enter buildings through 
cracks in basem ent walls or hide 
their travels in covered pas-%age- 
ways which they build with wood 
fiber and soil particles. 
The presence of termites usually 
is 
detected 
only 
when 
winged 
adults swarm in an attempt to find 
a new home or when some piece of 
flooring or other timber in a build 
ing collapses after the interior cf 
the piece has been eaten by the in­ 
sects. 
In feeding, the term ites de­ 
stroy the inner portion of the tim 
ber and leave only a shell whtcl 
breaks under any extra strain. 
Termites must have w ater so 
their nects usually are built in the 
soil outside the building, although 
they can live within building Urn 
bees which are kept moist from 
leaking pipes. 
Control methods 
depend upon breaking the contact 
between the nests in the ground 
and the timbers in the building. 
Spraying or painting building 
tim bers with any m aterial will not 
keep term ites out, because they 
gain 
entrance 
from 
the 
inside. 
DDT does not work against ter­ 
m ites because ti does not reach 
them . 
Fumigant are not effective 
in term ite control and they cannot 
be destroyed with any kind of 
poisoned bait.
